_ PREMATURE INTERMENT. 

The New. Haven. Journal has recently giv- 
en a description of some unusunl appearances 
in the face of a corpse during the perfor- 
mance of the ſune at ceremonies. A flush 
of crimson overspread the cadaverous fea- 
tures, while the forehead became moist with 
what seemed to be pers; irntion. An exam- 


| ination was held by two physicians, on whose 


report the body was subsequently consigned 
to earth. There can be no doubt, however, 
that many cases of premature interment 
have occurred when there were not even the 
symptons of life exhibited in the above case. 
A state of trance has often been mistaken 
for death. One of many similar cases is 
told in the following paragraph from à re- 
cent number of the V. F. Tribune. 

The Courier d' Athenes relates that just 
as the body of the wife of a gipsy named 
l'Passan was being interred in the cemetery 
in that city, a noise was heard to proceed 
fram the coffin, which was . immediately 
opened, After some restoratives had been 
administered to the supposed cead woman, 


her bome.” 
A correspondent of the Tiihyne, referring 


to this and like cases, that Dr. Herbert Mayo. 
an eminent English physician, in a work 
“On the Truths contained in Popular Su. 
perstslions,” gives a very clear account of 
the various forms of trance, and of the cau 
ses which produce them. Of one form he 


says: : 
% Death-trance is the ĩimage of death the 


heart does not heat; the breathing is suspen- 
ded’; the hody is motionless; not the sligh- 
est outward sign of sensibility or conscious 
ness can he detected; the temperature of the 
body falls; the entranced person has the ap- 
pearance of a corpse, from which liſe has re- 
cently departed. The joints are commouly 
relaxed, and the whole frame pliable, but it 
is also likely that spasmodic rigitity will 
form an occasional adjunct of this strange 
condition, so that the only means of knowing 
whether life bo still present is to await the 


event.” 
Dr. Mayo gives instances of premature 


burial in that part of his hook where he die- 
cusses the superstition called “ vampyrism,” 
once prevalent throughout Europe. The 
“vamprye” was a corpse, which, retaining 
an unnatt ral vitality, preserved itself from 
decomposition by sucking the blood of the 
living : for which purpose it nightly forsook 
its grave. ‘The fears engendered by this su- 
p ‘retiti · n led to frequent examination of buri- 
al grounds by the local authorities. The re- 
ec rd of these investigations, which were then 
thought—in the changed position, absence of 
decompo ition, &e.—to confirm the prevailing 
u erstition, show now to the enlightened in

quirer an untold number of victims who were 
buried alive. Though Dr. Mayo considers 
this danger as comparatively small in Eug- 


land, where bodies are not hastily buried. 


„Still.“ he says, “ society is not sufficiently 
on its guard against a contingency so dread- 
ful.” And again: “ When the nurse or the 
doctor has announced that all is aver— thut 
the valued friend or relative has breathed his 
last—no doubt crosses any one’s mind of the 
reality of the sad event.” © * “ The laity, 
if not the ductors, too, constantly lose sight 
of the fact that there exists an alternative to 
the fatal event of ordinary disea e; that a pa- 
tient is liable at any period of illuess to de- 
viate, ar, as it were, elide into another and 
decej tive ronte- -instead of death, io encoun- 
ter apparent deal. 

When this possibility is fairly considered, 
few will feel inclined to question the sound- 
ness of Dr. Mayo’s advice. “ ‘The body,” 
he observes, “should be kept in a warm room 
for the double purpose of promoting deco. 
position, if it be dead, and of preserving in 
it the vital spark if it still linger ; and it 
should be constantly watched. ‘There are, 
of course,” he adds, maay cases in which 
such care is positively unnecessary. Such, 
for instance, as death following great lesions 
of vital organs, aud in the great majority of 
cases of seeming death, the bare possibility 
of the persistence of life hardly remains.—- 
Still it is better to err en the right side.” 
The writer of the communication in the 
Tribune says that, many years ago, his futh- 
er, on recovering from an ‘attack of yellow 
fever at Surinam, felf into a trance, such as 
Dr. Mayo has described, and lay for ten 
days without any external sign of life, bud 
not without consciousness.. Ile was laid out 
for burial soon aſter this state supervened, 
and was only saved from a most horrible 
fate, by the caution or affection of an atten- 
dant, who pleaded for delay until derompa- 
sition should set in. He himself overheard! 
part of the conversation which was to de- 
termine his fate, while wholly incapable 
of manifesting any sign of vitality; and in 
after years could never allude to the subject 
without emotion. 

It would be easy to multiply examples, 
bat the foregoing may suffice to awaken 
a wholesome attention to a subject which 
neasly concerns all.

The Spring Term of the Court of Sessions and 
Common Pleas for this District. closed its ses- 
sion at a very late hour on Saturday night. the 
business of the termi not having been fully dis- 
pose | of. 

The Sessions Docket furnished no case of any 
special interest. There were several important 
issues tried. Among them was the case of the 
Administrators of Eli Cornwell vs. the Executors 
of Holly, which, having been twice before the 
Court of Appeals on a verdict for Defendants. 
resulted this time in a verdict for Plaintiffs. It 
was a case. involving a large amount, in which 
the Defendants sought to relieve their testator 
from liability as a surety under the plea that 
the consideration of the note sued on was usn- 
rious, and further. that the payee had covenant- 
ed with the principal debtor for further indul- 
gence. The finding of the Jury was “ without 
interest and without costs,” which near about 
“splits the difference” between the litigants. 

Much interest was manifested in an issue di- 


rected b the Court of Equity in a suit institu- 


ted hy the creditors of Dr. C. I. xx. to determine 
whether certain negroes held by the represen- 
tatrves of Francis Waite. deceased. were not 
held in secret trust for the benefit of Dr. Ler. 
The Jury ‘ound in favor of the creditors, estah. 
lishing the trust. The case occupied two days 
of the term. to the great prejudice of the regu- 
lar business of the Court.

Alarm of Fire. 

On Friday night last. between the hours of 
1} and 12 o'clock. our citizens were alarmed 
hy the discovery of a fire which proceeded from 
a Dlacksmith shop. attached to the Carriage 
Factory of Messrs. Houst & Howertox. The 
flames were subdued, though not until after the 
roof was nearly consumed, 

We owe it entirely ta the extreme calmness 
of the night that an extensive firedid not ensue. 
Surrounding tho shop are a number of wooden 
buildings, some but a few feet d:stant: and a 
very slight breeze blowing in any direction would 
scarcely have failed to communicate the James 
elsewhere. 

We have in this instance a satisfactory evi- 
dence of the importance ot the Night Watch. 
which had been instituted but the night previ- 
ous. The fire was discovered by him, and be- 
fure it had made much healway. ‘Io his timely 
alarm our citizens are perhaps indebted for the 
ready suppression of ibe flames. Our Fire 
Department” would be very efficient provided 
they only had the means of rendering service. 

We know not how the fire originated.—One 
thing we do know: It i- the custim in the 
shops of this place for the negroes to work until 
12 and not unfrequently until 1 and 2 in the 
morning. This ia objectionable in several points 
of view, and we would respectfully suggest to 
our Council the propriety of proteeting the com- 
munity against the mischief that may result 
from this practice. A Blacksmith shop is at 
best a dangerous establishment in the midst of 
wooden buildings, and it should be required 
that they be closed at the usual hour.

ExtTraorpinary Literary Forcery.—A lit- 
tle forgery of a most skilful character hes re- 
cently been detected in london. Mr. Moxon. 
a ctable publisher there, is said to have 
been imposed upon by the fabrication of certain 
lsiters purporting to be the autograph of the 
late Percy Bysshe Shelley, sold to him and pub- 
lished by him as such. The letters were so 
adroitly manufactured the imitation of style 
co complete—the incidents narrated and the 
traits of character described so well interwoven 
in the texture of the composition whilst the au- 
tograph was so perfect in similitude, that all 
Reviewers were decéived, having panegyrized 
the work asa valuable contribution to Litera- 
ture. The mode of discovery is thus described 
in the London correspondence of the National 
Intelligencer: : 

Mr. Palgrave first detected’ the imposition. 
by discovering that: the larger portion of one 
of the letters, which purported to be written 
from Florence to Goodwin, was part of an ar 
ticle on Florence written for the Quarterly Re- 
view in 1840, by his father, Sir Francis Pal- 
grave. He wrote to Mr. Moxon immediately. 


announcing his discuvery, and that respectable 
publisher instantly suppressed tho book, and 


‘consideration. 


called in all the copies he could reach. An ex- 
amination of the forgery was then instituted ; 
the assistance uf gentlemen known to be con- 
versant with autographs, and of intelligent 
post office clerks. were culled in. and they, to 
the best of their belief. testified that the leiters 
were genuine. The seals were all correct, und 
the handwriting marvelously like Shelley’s. It 
was in the ro that the counterfeit was de- 
tote l. Mr. Mox:n purchased the letters at a 
large priee atthe sale of Latheby & Wilkinson's. 
These gentlemen had them from Mr. White. 
the bockseller in Pall Mall. and he bought 
them of two women believing them to be genu- 
ine. and paying a large price for them. under 
that belief. The Atheneum thus concludes a 
very interesting article upon the subject : 

* It would be impolitice at this stage ofan im- 
portant inquiry to publish the whole of the par-. 
ticulars placed at cur service in elucidation of 
the forgery of the latters. It is proper, however. 
to say, thus early. that there has been of late 
vears, as we are assured. a most systematie and 
wholesale forgery of letters. purporting to be 
written by Byron, Shelley and Keats: that 
these forgeries carry upon them such marks of 
genuineness as have deceived the entire body of 
London collectors; that they are executed with 
a sk Il to which the forgeries of Chatterton and 
Ireland can lay no claim; that they have sold 

aut public auctions and by the hands of hooksel- 
le ru. to collectors of experience and rank. and 
that the imposition has extended to a large col- 
lection of hooks bearing’ not only the signasure 
of Lord Byron bat notes by him in many of 
their pages the matter of the letters being se- 
lected with athcrough kaowl «Ilge of Byron's 
life aud feelings. and .the whole of the books 
chosen with the minutest knowledge of his 
tastes and peculiarities. 

hut the ‘inarvel of the forgery is not yet 
told. At the same sale at which Mr. Moxon 
bought the Shelley letters were catalogued for 
sale a Aries of (unpublished) letters trom Shel- 
ley to his wife, revealing the innermost secrets 
of his heart. und containing facts. not wholly 
dishonorable facts to a fathers memory. but 
such asa son would wish to conceal. 
letters were bought in by a son of Shelley, the 
present Sir Percey Shelley, and are now proved. 
we are told to be forgeries. To impose on the 
credulity of a collector is a minor offence, com- 
pared with the crime of forging evidence against 
the dead. and siill minor, as in one instance, 
against the fidelity of a woman. 

“ The forgery of Chattertom injured no one 
but an imiginary priest; the forgery of Ireland 
made a great poet seem to write worse than 
Settle could have written; but this forger 
blackens the character of a great man, — 
worse still, traduces female virtue ” 

„Mr. Moxon is not the only publisher taken 
in. Mr. Murray has been a heavy sufferer, 
though not to the sume extent. Mr. Moxon has 
printed his Shelley purchases; Mr. Murray, 
wise through Mr. Moxon's example, will not 
publish his Byron acquisition.” 


Tue Wnis Caxpipates.—The New York Cou- 
ricer and Enquirer thinks it is daily becoming 
more evident that Mr. Webster is the most avail- 
able of the three Whig candidates for the next 
Presidency. He excites no positive objections 
any where, whilst both Mr. Fillmore and Gen- 
eral Scott are violently opposed by local and 
sectional influences, which would render the 
success of either at the pulls, at best. a matter 
of extreme difficulty. The votes of New York 
will, in all probability. he indispensable to the 
success of the next Whig nominee. That vote 
could. with almost absulute certainty be relied 
upon for Mr. Webster or for Gen. Scott. but in 
present circumstances would as surely be with- 
eld from Mr Fillmore, because of the bitter 
feud which divides the Whig party of thi- State 
into two sections. of the — — of which Mr. 
F. is the head and front. On the other hand, 
Cen. Scott has little or. no chance of obtaining 
the vote of a single Southern State. because he 
has not distinctly declared himself in favor of 
the compromise; and. wihtout the aid of some 
uf them. his cause is hopeless. 

The friends of Gen. Scott think that they can 
elect him as President. provided they can unite 
the wh: le strength of the Whig party, North 
and South. S me efforts to effect this union are 
about to be made. As l mentioned in yester- 
day's letter, an epistle is about to appear, if it 
has not appeared which was written by Gen. 
Scott immediately after the consummation of 
the compromise measures, in which he gives 
them his cordial approval. He also. it seems 
addressed letters to Mr. Clay and Mr. Webster, 
while the measures were printing, in which he 
encourages their.effurts to effect an adjustment 
of the vexed questions. 
turiher avewals. will. it is now said. place Gen. 
Scott right with the compromise men, und not 
injure him with the free soil Whigs. 

A Washington letter writer says: “I have 
the hest authority fur stating that there is now 
a perfect understanding between I’resident Fill- 
more and Secretary Webster. Mr. Webster. 
when he left Washington. expected to return 
on Tuesday. Strange as it may seem, I speak 
by anthority when ! state that his friends have 
become entirely confident that Mr. Webster will 
receive the nomination of the Whig National 
Convention for President. Their argument is 
that the Webster delegates will stand firm. and 
that the Fillmore strength will ultimately be 
given tu him in preference to Scott. 


A Valuable Invention. 


We were obligingly shown the other day the 
model of a machine which we think will one 
duy prove of mor: than ordinary henefit to house- 
inhabiting man. It was the model ot a Brack 
Machine, said to have been in all respects su- 
perior to every thing of the sort hitherto in- 
vented. The application of the principle on 
which it acts is. so far as we know. wholly new 
in this species of manufacture, and it must be 
confessed of the highest value. The principle 
consists in bringing, to a great extent. the par- 
ticles of the clay composing the brick within 
the sphere of each other's molecular attraction. 
and that too without the medium of water. It 
is obtained by first reducing. by the same ma- 
chine. to dry clay of which the bricks are to be 
composed to a fine powder. and then submitting 
it. ina number of moulds the size of the bricks, 
to n very severe double pressure. by which the 
air between the particles is expelled, and the 
required con act of atom with atom secured. 
As soon as formed, the bricks, six in number. 
are delivered on a smooth table ready for imme- 
diate deposition in the kiln for burning. The 
exterior surface are snioth and shining. In this 
way forty-eight bricks per minute can be turned 
out, or about: thirty-thousand each ordinary 
working day. The bricks thus made, have we 
are informed. heen submitted to unusually severe 
tests. A trial was recently made at the Wash- 
ington Navy Yard, when a cubic inch of one of 
these bricks bore a pressure of many thousand 

und-. But we look upon the owe sean ef- 
eet which this invention must have upon our 
social economies. Though these bricks. from 
their great excellence. have heen fetching very 
high prices. yet they might, in fact, be made at 
a great reduction below the ordinary prices. and 
all ot the same quality. The saving of time, 
and that proportion of fuel which is lost in dry- 
ing off the bricks in the kilns beſore they be- 
come subject to the integrating action of the 
fire. are 3 no menns to be leſt out of 

e incline to the belief that 
the day is not distant. When by means of this 
valuable inven‘ion the cost of building brick- 
houses will be reduced fulty one third, if not a 
half. How great a boon to the less wealthy 
of the community.

if wet, I endeavor to keep my ridges well up, 
with turning plows, so as to keep the water 
well drained from the cotton. About the 
first of August I top it, wet or dry, which I 
consider a great advantage, checking the 
growth of the stalk, causing the forms to 
stick better, and bolls to mature sooner.— 
(This mode is a question of doubt by some of 
our best farmers.)—Eb. 

In conclusion, I would suggest to all those 
pretending to cultivate 18 aad 20 acres to 
the hand, to drop 6 or 8 acres and sow it in 
oats for their stock, which will answer a dou- 
ble purpose—resting the land and keeping 
their mules, cows and year old hogs in good 
order, (giving them salt) until frost. My oat 
fields are as valuable to me as the same land 
would be in corn.

COTTON CULTURE. ~* 


E. JENKINS. 


Messrs. Evirors:—In asking you ques- 
tions, it is not always that I expect an answer, 
it being only one of my ways to draw out 
thought. The past year, though one through- 
out the cotton region of unprecedented drought 
has been one, generally speaking, of fruitful- 
ness. For the quantity planted, corn is in 
many districts in plenty, and cotton will al- 
most surely exceed any other year, though 
not per acre, as there was a large accession of 
acres, yet in many parts, the per acro yield is 
said to be unprecedented. Corn done better 
than under ordinary droughts, because it was 
at no time stimulated by rain to render 
growth of weed, and was thereby better ena- 
bled to endure a drought, But as to cotton, 
is it not well known that a dry year is best 
for cotton? Why not then put land in con- 
dition accordingly ? 

The bulk of planters have gotten in the 
way of very early planting. Thereby it 
becomes stunted by cold, or if not, makes a 
vast growth of weed, and when the time of 
ordinary dry weather arrives, there is so inuch 
weed that the crop is bound to cast the young 
fruit. In 1850, 1 had cotton planted in May 
and June which. made much more than I had 
anticipated. Suppose, instead of planting in 
March and by the 15th of April all the crop, 
we would use that time in preparing land bet- 
ter, then plant, say one-third on the 5th, one- 
third on the 12th, and the residue on the 
19th, thus scraping coming usually one week 
after the other—might we not expect as good 
a crop of cotton? And having bestowed 
more time on the tilling of the soil, and full 
time to work corn thoroughly before pressed 
by the cotton, might we not expect a better 
crop of corn? But by taking say some 10 
days longer in preparing our land, we can 


‘throw up high beds and open out water-fur- 


rows well, thus having our cotton on dry 
land, eould we not somewhat provide against 
a rainy spell, and thus expect usually a bet- 
ter crop! Old planters will admit a great 
advantage in good beds, because cotton is 
much easier ecraped, and put in condition 
early—not only earlier but better. Of anoth- 
er: Where is the sense or philoscphy in 
planting three to five bushels of seed per 
acre? I do know that cotton seed are as 
healthy, seed being equally preserved, when 
planted scattering asis corn. I have planted 
one, two anda dozen in a hill, and hada 
perfect stand. Is there a planter of five years 
standing who bas strewn five bushels per 
acre, who has not complained of cotton dying 
out and thus stands be injured? Whoever 
seen this when planted in solitary seed? 1 
have not averaged one bushel per acre for 
five years, and was I planting 1,000 acres, I 
should not alter my plan. I have no idea of 
planting over half bushel per acre on land 
which is old enough To prepare well. 

I see it stated by a recent writer, that on 
thin land where stalks do not branch out, it 
would be well to leave two or three stalks in 
a place. Has any one tested this? I saw it 
thus 20 to 30 years ago, but I thought expe- 
rience had proved it an error. Southern 
Cultivator. 


SOAKING SEEDS. 

Many people soak their seeds to facilitate 

their vegetating, but unless they do it with 
judgment, they do it with cost. Itis well to 
soak most kinds of seed, in some fertilizing li- 
quid, as the decomposing seed affords great 
nourishment to the young plant. Soaked 
seed, however, should not be put in very dry 
soil, as the parched earth absorbs the mois- 
ture from the seed, and the seed rots before 
sprouting. Ifthe ground is moderately moist, 
seeds will germinate very quick, that have 
been soaked ; and a field of corn, or a garden, 
may be brought up by this means, that is a 
little behind hand. 
A solution of Guano is a fine invigorator to 
soak seeds in; but, as this is not within reach 
of all our readers, hen manure answers nearly 
as good purpose. Leach some hen manure, 
and soak the field and garden seeds in the li- 
quid. Corn may be soaked. sixty hours; 
beets, forty-eight ; onions, twenty-four. Roll 
them in plaster or good ashes—it will give 
them a healthy, vigorous start, and a good 
start is to vegetable life, what it is to every- 
thing else—“ half the battle. Soil of the 
South. 


PLOW. DEEP & PLANT SHALLOW. 


Mr. Eprror :--In looking about me this 
year, I have noticed a great number of farm- 
ers in this part of the country breaking up 
their lands about ten inches deep, and plant- 
ing their corn about as deep—as is the old 
adage with us; Plow deep and plant deep 
—but plant deep anyhow.” Now, sir, do 
you not k that this is a mistake? If you 
don’t, I know that it is as broad a mistake as 
was ever made by intelligent farmers, because 
I have tried it and I know it by experience. 
My rule is to plow deep, and plant shallow, 
(contrary to the recommendation of several 
“ agricultural papers,“) and I will give you 
my reasons for so doing. I plow deep (sub- 
soil from fifteen to twenty inches) so as to get 
as much clay on top as possible, which will, 
through a chemical process, turn to soil ; and 
to turn the soil under the clay, in which I in- 
tend for the roots of the corn to grow. I 
have the rows in which I intend planting run 
off about four inches deep; by this means I 
secure the richest soil for my corn to take 
root in; and by plowing deep and planting 
shallow, I have a deep loose soil, and will al- 
ways secure a moisture to the roots of corn. 
The question might be asked, why is it that 
he don’t plant his corn deep? It is this: 
Suppose 1 break my land fifteen inches deep 
and plant my corn twelve; I would only have 
three inches of Joose dirt for my corn to grow 
in, and more than probable that would be 
clay, while the roots of corn would have little 
or no advantage from the soil, it must be to 
all, that will look at the reason of the case, 
very evident that their doubts about this, (if 
they question it ail,) to try the experiment 
next year, and inform you of the result.— 
Cor. Southern Cultivator. 


Tuoroven TIIIAGdE.—J. Redmond, of 
York County, writing in the February num- 
ber of the Pennsylvania Farm Journal, ar- 
gues in favor of thorough tillage. He says: 

One of the great elements of fertilization 
in soils, is the perfect loosening of them, so 
that the different ingredients composing them 
be thoroughly incorporated, and brought to 
the surface, and thus receive the advantages 
of exposure to the sun and atmosphere.— 
None but a simpleton would pretend to 
doubt the value of manure, or assert the 
possibility of growing good crops for any 
length of time without lime, but he is scarce- 
ly wiser who believes, and manifests his be- 
lief in his daily practice, that his crops will 
be abundant where his tillage is meagre.— 
Show me the husbandman whose plowing is 
shallow—whose breaking of the clods pre- 
paratory to seeding is imperfectly done— 
whose ficlds are strangers to the roller, and 
look very much as though the harrow and 
cultivator had never been used upon them, 
and I will show your poor fields-—yields that 
will scatcely pay for the labor and expense, 
much less leave any profit behind.” 


IIlow.to Jupce Cartie.--In all domestic 
animals, the skin, or hide, forms one of the 
best means by which to estimate their fat- 
tening properties. In the sandling of oxen, 
if the hide be found soft and silky to the 
touch, it affords a proof of tendency to take 
meat. A beast having a perfect touch, will 
have a thick, loose skin, floating, as it were, 
on a layer of soft fat, yielding to the slight- 
est pressure, and springing back towards the 
finger like a piece of soft leather. Sucha 
skin will be usually covered with an abun- 
dance of soft, glossy hair, feeling like a bed 
of moss—and hence is ever termed a mossy 
skin. But a thick-set, hard, short hair, al- 
ways handles hard, and indicates a hard 
feeder. 


To Prevent Bors Id Horses.—A person 
of much experience in veterinary science is 
never troubled with this disease in his hor- 
ses. His simple practice during the fall 
months, is to keep a greasy cloth in the sta- 
ble, and once a week rub with it such parts of 
the animal as may have been attacked by 
the nit-fly. Grease destroys and prevents 
the eggs from hatching. 


Guosts In Wasnincton.—The Nation. 
al Intelligencer of Saturday says: 


The rappings at the Navy Yard, of which 
for several days there was a good deal of talk 
in community, had not teased at our last hea- 
ring from the “infected district.” The fam- 
ily of Mr. Francis Keithly, who is specially 
honored with these demonstrations, has been 
daily and nightly visited by numbers of per- 
sons of all classes, many of whom unite with 
the family in testifying to the facts of 
the rappings. They have been heard for 
a month from Monday evening last, at all 
hours of the twenty four. Sometimes the raps, 
as represented to us, are loud and strong; 
at others low and feeble; sometimes as few 
as three or five; at others going as high as 
nineteen. Mr. Keithly states that the first 
intimation his family received of these nois- 
es, was the apparent walking of a heavy man 
in his stocking feet across the upper floor. 
This was sncceeded, at greater or less inter- 
vals, by noises in closets and cupboards, 
knockings on stair-steps, striking and shak- 
ing of the bed-posts and bed-steads at night 
when the family retired, and in sundry other 
ways. The house occupied by Mr. Keithley 
is his own, and was purchased about 7 years 
since ; so that it would seem he can have no 
pecuniary interest in these visitations. ‘The 
neighboring house on the east is tenanted by 
Mrs. White, an elderly lady, and her son, a 
young man on account of these strange things 
so near his home. No suspicion is entertain- 
ed that either Mrs. White or her son has any 
hand in them.

Porulax RepresENTATION IN ENGLAND. 
Mr. Bright, at the meeting to re-construct 
the Corn Law League, in the course of his 
speech suid : 

“ He would direct their attention for a few 
moments to the personnel of the (Derby) Ad- 
ministration, that it might be seen how far 
they represented the people. Mr. Walpole, 
the Secretary of State for the Home Depart- 
ment, was said to represent the borough of 
Midhurst, which, with a population of 7,021 
persons, had a constituency of 279. [Laugh- 
ter.] But Mr. Walpole was in reality return- 
ed to Parliament by Lord Egmont, the pa- 
tron of the borough. 

Sir J. Pakington, who, by one of those 
wonderful changes which were seldom seen 
in common life, though he was told that they 
sometimes took place on the stage ſa laugh] 
—-had been suddenly appointed Colonel Sec- 
retary, and represented the borougk of Droit- 
wich, with a population of 7,096, and 367 
electors; and itwas said that in the most 
comfortable manner possible he returned him- 
self for that free and independent constituen- 
cy. [Great Laughter.] Mr. Herries, anoth- 
er member of the Cabinet, who had charge 
of our whole Indian empire, was said to rep- 
resent Stamford. along with the Marquis of 
Granby. 


“The population of Stamford was 8,933 
persons, and the number of electors 566 ; but, 
in reality, Mr. Herries was notoriously the 
nominee and representative of the Marquis of 
Exeter. The Stamford people, indeed, had 
actually petitioned the House of Commons 
that they might either have the ballot, or 
that their borough might be disfranchised.— 
[Hear, hear, and cheers.] Sir F. Thesiger, 
the Attorney General, sat for the borough of 
Abingdon, with a population of 5,944, and a 
constituency of 241; but he was returned by 
an influence less moral than that to which he 
he (Mr. Bright) had already alluded—by the 
most notorious corruption. 

Sir E. Thesiger won his last election by 
one vote. His opponent, Gen. Caulfield, pe- 
titioned against his return on the ground of 
bribery. Sir F. Thesiger’s friends lodged a 
counter-petition against Gen. Caulfield, but 
both petitions were withdrawn, on the ground, 
of / which no secret was made, that such had 
been the bribery and corruption on both sides, 
that if the case had come before a Parliamen- 
tary committee nothing could have saved the 
borough from disfranchisement. 


The Marquis of Chandos represented Buck- 
ingham, with a population of 8,069, and 349 
electors; but he was returned by the joint in- 
fluence of himself and his father, the Duke of 
Buckingham. Lord H. Leonox, too, who 
represented Chichester, which had a popula- 
tion of 8,562 persons, and a constituency of 
757, was returned by the notorious influence 
of his father the Duke of Richmond. 


Tue MixIn BurIxTr.— Five hundred new 
rifles have recently been shipped to the Cape 
of Good Hope from the wave girdled shores 
of our mother land, for the purpose of extin- 
guishing the fires of rebellion and warfare 
which, at this particular period, blaze so 
brightly in the tawny breasts of the Kaffirs. 
The rifles are similar to those used by the 
far-famed Chasseurs de Vincennes, with 
movenble sights, and are designed for the 
use of that truly destructive missile, the Min- 
ie bullet. 

The Minie bullet is described as a hollow 
cone of lead, somewhat similar in form to a 
woman’s thimble. The lead is generally 
about one-eighth of an inch in thickness, va- 
rying, however, according to the size of the 
bullet and the option of the gunner. The 
end of the bullet which rests upon the pow- 
der, and which corresponds to the lower part 
or mouth of the thimble, is fitted with a 
small piece of iron, shaped very much like a 
tea saucer. When the gun is discharged this 
iron saucer, propelled by the irresistible force 
of the explosion, is forced up the hollow of 
the ball, the sides of which ure thus driven 
so firmly and eompletely into the groves of 
rifle, that no part of the explosive force can 
escape. In its flight the bullet loses the iron 
“driver,” the hollow part becoming so enlar- 
ged by the action of the powder as to admit 
of its dropping out. 

The advantages resulting from the intro- 
duction into use of this new implement of de- 
struction are obvious. The loading is accom- 
plished with far greater ease and rapidity 
than with the ordinary bullet, as it does not 
require to be driven by main force down 
through the indentions and grooves of the 
barrel, like the spherieal bullet, in order that 
it may acquire the spinning motion necessary 
to correct shooting. It can be sent with 
much more force and velocity thav the ordi- 
nary bullet. Some experiments recently 
made seem to justify the belief that rifles loa- 
ded with these articles will do serviceable ex- 
ecution at a distance of more than one thou- 
sand yards, or about two-thirds of a mile. It 
is also claimed that the common muskets now 
used in the English army, by the simple and 
not very expensive operation of grooving, 
may, by the use of the Minie bullet, be eon 
verted into engines of destruction as formida- 
ble as the boasted rifles of Vincennes.
